COMMISSIONER ASPINALL ATTACKED 

A former Assistant Commissioner of the 
Hamptons Subway, Thomas O’Dell, has written 
a tell-all book about the man who fired him, his 
former boss Commissioner Bill Aspinall, who 
remains commissioner today.

SUBWAY DELAYS 
Hamptons Subway still operates its stop-and- 


go transmission system the old fashioned way, 
by stationing flagmen in the tunnels who wave 
either red, orange or green flags at the arriving 
trains. On Friday morning, it was discovered that 
all the orange flags had been taken away during 
the night, leaving the flagmen with no ability to 
tell the motormen to “go-slow.” Commissioner 
Aspinall halted service for two hours system 
wide at 1 p.m. that day to decide how to deal 
with this—the orange flags have still not been 
returned—and service resumed at 3:30 p.m. 
with the flagmen instructed to make a “palms 
down wiggling motion” at the approaching 
trains to caution them to throttle down and that 
is how the trains are running today. There’s talk 
of doing away with the flags entirely and just 
having the flagmen stand at their stations and 
wave trains through or hold up a palm (which 
means stop). More later. 


ON TIME THURSDAY 

The results of anew employee plan to have all the 
trains run on time all day Thursday—On Time 
Thursday posters are posted in all employee 
bathrooms—revealed that indeed the trains 
have run on time since this plan was put into 
effect four weeks ago. Now, the Commissioner 
is authorizing a new On Time Tuesday plan 
beginning next Monday. If this is a success 
too, he intends to then inaugurate On Time 
Wednesday, which would give us three days ina 
row on time. Wouldn’t that be something?

ROTARY CHASE CREATES TRAFFIC NIGHTMARE 

On Thursday, traffic on Scuttlehole Road 
came to a standstill in both directions as a 
police chase in progress occupied the rotary 
in Water Mill for over five hours. “What began 
as a minor traffic infraction became a headache 
for thousands of East End motorists,” says 
Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
Hirsch explains that the snarl began when a 
police officer observed a motorist running-a 
stop sign south of the rotary, and proceeded 
to follow the car, heading north toward the 
rotary. “As anyone out here knows, we usually 


let a failure to stop infraction go,” says Hirsch, 
“put, in this case, the officer decided to 
follow and see if the driver made any other 
mistakes. It’s always nice to write a ticket for 
multiple offences.” 

According to Hirsch, about 100 feet south 
of the rotary, the officer observed the 
driver of the car he was following begin 
speaking on a handheld cell phone, and at 
that point the officer turned on his siren and 
flashers. “He tried to get the guy to pull over 
before the rotary, but that didn’t happen,” 
says Hirsch. Instead, the pursued driver 
maneuvered his car into the rotary at high 
speed, followed closely by the police cruiser. 
“At that point they basically became stuck,” 
says Hirsch. “The pursued driver refused 
to exit the rotary, and just kept driving at 
high speed around and around. Likewise, 
our. officer continued to chase after him. 
Neither of them could stop, for fear that 
the other would crash into them. But there 
wasn’t any way to set up a roadblock or any 
other impediment.” 


Drivers headed in all directions found 
it impossible to enter the rotary because of 
the high speed at which the pursued driver 
and the police officer were traveling around 
in it. The rotary forms a bottleneck in the 
area through which all cars must pass. Unable 
to proceed, lines of cars stretched for miles 
along the three roads that feed into the rotary. 
The situation lasted for over five hours, until 
at last the car belonging to the pursued driver 
ran out of gas and sputtered to a stop. “We 
questioned the driver,” says Hirsch. “He claimed 
that it was an innocent mistake, and that once 
he had got going so fast in the rotary that he 
genuinely feared for his safety if he were to 
stop. All in all, the Hamptons Police see this as 
a cautionary tale: from now on, we don’t plan 
to enforce stop signs at all—it just leads to 
trouble.” After the rotary chase ended, it took 
about two hours for traffic to return to normal 
in the area. @&

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The Great Potato 


Backers at World's Fair Want to Feature Big Long Island Potato

I? the fall of 1890, Ferris Talmadge Sr., who 
owned a potato farm in the Springs, received 
a letter from the promoters of the upcoming 
Chicago World’s Fair of 1893. They heard of him, 
they wrote, and they wanted to. ask if he would, 
for a fee, grow the largest potato in the country 
so it could be brought to Chicago and be put on 
view for the visitors there. Of course, Talmadge 
said yes. The fee would be big, though. 

The following spring, Talmadge took a special 
cutting out to one corner of his farm and planted 
it on a low hill there. This was a considerable 
distance from his regular potato field. He would 
need lots of room for the big potato to grow. 

During that summer of 1891, Talmadge had 
his farmhands rake a special kind of potato 
food he’d created into the soil. When the potato 
plant peeped up out of the ground in late April, 
he had a special kind of water ready for it, too. 

The potato grew all through the summer of 
1891, and Talmadge could see that the height of 
the hill was rising and he was pleased. But that 
fall, when he dug up all the rest of his potatoes 
he left this one in. To grow really big, he knew, 
he would need another growing season. 

The promoters of the Chicago World’s 
Fair wrote him that autumn and asked him 
how things were going, and he said right on 
schedule. He expected to have it ready 
to harvest in the autumn of 1892. It would 
be ready in plenty of time for the Chicago 


World’s Fair of 1893, scheduled to open in April. 

The next autumn, however, Talmadge felt the 
potato still wasn’t quite ready. It had been a hot 
summer. It just wasn’t ripe. 

When the promoters wrote him that fall to 
arrange for shipping, he wrote back saying he 
wanted to leave the potato in the ground for one 
more winter. He would have it out at the end of 
March, at the beginning of the thaw. He knew 
this was cutting things close and he knew the 
promoters would be panicky about this, but he 
asked them to trust him. They said they would. 

In late March of 1893, on a warm Monday 
morning, Talmadge climbed the big hill at the 
edge of his field, kicked at the ground and said 
his potato was ready. 

He brought his six farmhands over with picks 
and shovels, and they labored for an entire day 
just to uncover the top of the potato. It was big, 
all right. From end to end, it measured more 
than 33 feet. 

The workmen dug for the rest of the week and 
into the next. By the following Thursday, they 
had dug all around the big potato and it was 
completely visible there, sitting deep in a big 
hole. Half the townspeople of the Springs came 
out that Thursday afternoon to have a look. 

How was Talmadge going to get that potato 
out of there, the people wanted to know? It was 
going to be a problem. Talmadge put a thick 
rope around the potato and tied it to a team 
of six horses. But the horses pulled and pulled 
and the potato would (Continued on next page)

not move. They pulled all day until they were 
bathed in sweat. Nothing happened. 

That night, Talmadge had a brainstorm. In the 
morning, he asked that the strongest wagon in 

‘the village be brought up to the big hole and 
then pushed down into it, next to the potato. 
Then he got a team of 12 horses and tied ropes 
from them to the potato, and after 20 minutes 
of mighty pulling they had raised the potato 
up about seven feet, just high enough for 
Talmadge’s men to push the wagon under one 
side of it. 

The wagon creaked and groaned with this 
added weight, but it held. Talmadge brought 
over a second wagon and placed it next to the 
hole, but on the other side. The farmhands and 
the horses then pulled and pulled and lifted 
the other side of the potato up seven feet, high 
enough for that second wagon to be shoved 
down into the hole and under it. 

The two wagons holding up the potato 
were then tied together in tandem with heavy 
ropes. This was a dangerous business, with the 
farmhands under this enormous weight that 
might give way at any moment. But in the end, 
the effort was successful. After that, everybody 
went home for the night, exhausted. 

The next morning, the men used picks and 
shovels to dig an incline up one side of the hole 
so the two wagons could be hauled out. The 
farmhands got behind the back, the team of 
12 horses tugged on the ropes tied to the front 
and they pulled that potato up the side and out 


into the pasture and, by evening and with great 
effort, down to the rocky beach there at the end 
of Fireplace Road. 

It took about 10 days for Talmadge to come to 
the conclusion that there wasn’t a boat owner on 
eastern Long Island willing to haul that potato 
to Chicago. Talmadge wrote the promoters a 
letter telling them he had the potato on the 
beach but that was all. The promoters said they 
would take possession right there. 

Six days later, a freight boat from Manhattan 
arrived in the bay just off Fireplace and dropped 
anchor. It was towing a barge, which was floated 
to a sandbar near shore. Ropes were secured 
from a winch on the barge to the wagons and 
potato and the lot was cranked out through the 
surf and onto the barge where, lo and behold, it 
was found that the cargo floated! 

The freight boat towed the barge away. But 
just 200 yards out, the wind came up, the surf 
began to chop, and the freight boat’s captain 
ordered the barge returned to the shore. It 
was too dangerous to proceed. The potato and 
its two wagons were taken off. And there they 
remained, on the beach but now the property of 
the promoters of the 1893 Chicago World’s Fair. 

Local folks were very depressed about this 
situation. But two days later, Talmadge received 
a telegram. The promoters had wonderful news. 
Due to other delays, the fair opening had been 
postponed to June 15. So now there was much 
more time. 

“As you may know,” the letter said, “more 


than a dozen railroads come into Chicago from 
around the country. The fair is alongside one 
of them. We have contacted Austin Corbin, 
the owner of the Pennsylvania and Long Island 


railroads, and he has agreed to extend the 


Long Island Rail Road, which currently ends 
in Southampton 20 miles from you, all the way 
to East Hampton, just three miles from you, by 
June 1. Can your horse team haul the potato to 
downtown East Hampton by June 5? You'll see 
the new tracks. We'll have a freight car there big 
enough to handle the situation. Just 72 hours 
later, we'll have the potato. We are very excited 
about this.” __ 

Again, Talmadge said yes. And what a day 
that was. On June 3, 1893, the whole town 
escorted that potato on its two wagons to 
where the train tracks now ended at Newtown 
Lane. The high school band played. President 
Grover Cleveland came from Washington. And 
at sunset, an enormous steam locomotive 
puffing black smoke arrived to haul that 
potato off heading west—the first train ever out 
of ourtown. | 

To be honest, nobody ever heard of the 
potato after that. And Talmadge never revealed 
what the promoters had paid him to grow 
this giant potato. But for years afterwards, 
every March, Talmadge would hand out big 
bonuses to his farmhands. The money came, 
he said, from the annual check he was getting 
from Chicago. It was certainly quite a windfall 
for this community. @&

A Grander Ross School 


When the Ross School Offered to Spend $100 Million & Double Its Size

t the present time, the internationally 

known private prep school, the Ross 
School, operates out of two campuses, one in 
East Hampton and the other in Bridgehampton. 
The Bridgehampton campus, called the Lower 
School, is for younger children in grades pre-K 
to 6 and consists of about 40 students on a 
relatively small campus on Butter Lane in 
Bridgehampton comprising 8.3 acres. The 
Upper School, which is for grades 7-12, has 
a student body of about 320 students from 
dozens of countries around the world, many 
boarding here, and operates on a grand 63-acre 
campus on Goodfriend Drive in East Hampton. 

Beginning in the 2018-2019 school year, the 
Lower School will move its student body to the 
campus of the Upper School, so all students 
will be taught on one campus rather than two, 
which are six miles apart. 

There are good reasons to do this. The 
main one is that it will allow the younger kids 
ages 4 to 11 to intermingle with the older kids 
as well as the teachers, guest lecturers and 
administration in the full context of the school. 
Another, is that it will provide the Lower 


School with a much wider range of activities 
on the 63-acre campus in East Hampton. And 
finally, it will become more intimate and cost- 
effective and offer better communications and 
transportation than what is currently in place. 

One wonders why the Ross School decided 
to have a separate campus for the younger kids 
in Bridgehampton in the first place. And the 
answers are interesting. 

The Ross School was founded in 1991 by 
Courtney and Steven J. Ross. Steven Ross, in 
those years, was the legendary and very wealthy 
businessman who merged Time and Warner 
in the late 1980s. He and Courtney had one 
daughter, Nicole, who went to the Manhattan 
school Spence up through third grade. At that 
time, though, as Courtney had her own ideas 
on education, they took her out of Spence 
and began taking her on international travels 
with a tutor to give her a broad, intellectual 
and interesting education. When several other 
Manhattan parents asked if their little children 
could join these expeditions, the answer was 
yes. And from there grew up a school for these 
very privileged kids. 

Steve Ross died in 1992, and Courtney decided 
to make it her life’s work to bring this well- 


rounded sort of education to a wider circle of 
students. In the early 1990s, Courtney bought 
63 acres of woods that included a commercial 
loop road called Goodfriend Park and began 
the Ross School there. At first it was just in 
one building and was for girls grade 5-8. In 
1997 they began to teach boys there, too. 

The curriculum is unusual. Called a spiral 
curriculum, it is taught in eight intellectual 
categories that weave world cultural history, 
world language and literature, science, math, 
visual arts, performing arts, media studies 
and technology and wellness through all the 
grades. The idea is that civilization on this 
planet consists of a wide range of cultures and 
customs, living both separately or together, 
over time. Ross students would be presented 
with it all, slowly at first, but then in more of its 
cultural complexity as their years at Ross went 
on. They would also be encouraged to interact 
with the world as early as possible. It would 
be an exciting educational experience in an 
inspirational setting. 

Today the school has nearly a dozen buildings 
with nearly a quarter-million square feet of 
space nestled in the woods of this 63-acre 
campus. It is widely (Continued on next page) 
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respected in the world of education and attracts 
a student body from more than 20 countries 
around the world. Since 2001, the Ross School 
has graduated students and sent them off to 
some of the finest colleges in the world. 

Then there was this: In 2000, when Courtney 
was backing the school almost entirely with her 
own funds, she announced a plan to expand her 
project by spending an additional $100 million 
to more than double it in size. There was an 
additional 130 acres of woods adjoining the 
Goodfriend property for sale, and Ross’s plan 
was to buy it and grow the student body to 
nearly 500 and have a faculty and administration 
team of similar size. 


Beginning in the 2018-19 school 
year, the Lower School will move its 
student body to the Upper School, so 
all students will be on one campus. 


At this size and strength, the Ross School 
would become one of the most prestigious 
private preparatory schools in the country 
and have a major impact on education in 
America. Courtney Ross obtained the property, 
drew up plans to show new sports fields, 
classrooms, an elementary school building, two 
performance centers, several ecology labs and 
more. All together, there would be many more 
buildings on the property, and with that she 
proceeded to make an application, together 


with an environmental impact statement, 
to East Hampton Town to make this dream 
come true. 

I thought this was a wonderful idea. 
East Hampton would not only be a fishing, 
farming, tourist and summer community, 
but also a pre-college town with a prestigious 
private school that could rival one such 
as Choate in Wallingford, Connecticut. 
Choate has 855 students on 458 acres 
in more than 100 buildings, many of which 
are dormitories. 

Because our current community is largely 
commercially active in the summertime as a 
resort and. second-home destination, such a 
school, which either shuts down or reduces 
its offerings in the summer, would create a 
year-round commercial employment situation. 
Also this would provide a new cultural 
atmosphere to this place. With its many 
lectures, performances, debates and shows, 
the community would benefit from _ this 
extraordinary intellectual atmosphere. 

The town turned Courtney down. The 
decision seemed to be decided upon the fact 
that some endangered hoot owls spent time 
in this woods on their way migrating from 
their winter quarters to their summer quarters. 
There were also issues brought up about its 
proximity to East Hampton Airport, about its 
effect on amphibians, birds and deer. Also, 
water quality. And so, it was not to be. Courtney 
Ross abandoned her plans for the additional 
130 acres. And in 2006, Ross bought a small 
8-acre private elementary school campus in

Bridgehampton that had been founded around 
1970 as the Hampton Day School. 

So that’s the story. Time has passed. Courtney 
Ross still actively oversees the school, but 
has passed the baton of running it to a new 
day-to-day leadership team that includes Bill 
O’Hearn, Jeanette Tyndall and Andi O’Hearn. 
The Ross experience has grown nevertheless. 
And it is, honestly, a pleasure to have such an 
educational institution—though maybe not as 
big as hoped—in our midst. @@&

East End P.O. May Close 


Delivering Packages from Amazon & Others Is Becoming Too Much Work

ast week, Donald Trump attacked Amazon 

for using the U.S. Postal Service to deliver 
its packages to consumers. He tweeted that 
Amazon considers the Post Office a “Delivery 
Boy.” Since Amazon is now the Postal Service’s 
largest single customer, this has to stop. 

The trouble is, the U.S. Postal Service 
considers Amazon its salvation. The more 
Amazon packages are sent, the more money 
they make. It’s the regular old-fashioned lick- 
a-stamp service that has nosedived. Before 
Amazon, the Postal Service was _ losing 
$2.7 billion a year because not enough 
employees were getting laid off to account for 
the nosedive. An upswing in packages stabilizes 
the service. 

There are two weird things about this. First, 
our president, a businessman, doesn’t look at 
this deeply enough before firing off his tweet. 
And this man has his finger on a nuclear button. 

The second thing is an article in Newsday 
about a post office on Long Island that considers 
itself in deep trouble because of an increase in 
packages. It’s so bad, they think they may have 
to shut down. As you read on, consider how a 
dramatic increase in Amazon delivery would 
be perceived at a private company such as 
USP and FedEx, both of which are investing, 
growing and building more facilities to handle 


the increase and making more money as their 
stock prices go up. They love this. 

The post office that may close is in the 
Village of Saltaire on Fire Island. It’s a summer 
operation. The post office could send a few 
employees to take the ferry out there in the 
summertime, but that wasn’t how they did it. 
Why? I don’t know. Maybe they found that too 
complicated. Instead, they contracted with the 
Village of Saltaire to run it, paying the village a 
fee for their efforts. The village hires the part- 
time people and keeps track of them. There 
are two of them, one of whom, according to 
Newsday, is 83 years old. The deal is that the 
Post Office sells the Village its stamps for the 
price of the stamps. There’s no profit in it. 
In the old days it was maybe two bags a day. 
The two employees sorted those bags and put 
them in the mail slots. They would also hold 
packages in the back for the residents, but they 
were paid nothing extra for holding packages. 

The Postal Service has paid Saltaire the 
astonishingly low fee of $2,500 a summer to run 
the office. There are no cars in Saltaire on Fire 
Island. People get their mail at the post office 
and, if there is a large package, transport it by 
pulling red metal toy wagons. 

“That sort of small town post office operation 
has turned into a freight depot for us,” Village 
Administrator Mario Posillico told Newsday, 
pointing out that the back room overflowed 


last summer. The packages are shipped from 
the mainland by ferry, and whatever the 
arrangement is with the post office is also now 
completely inadequate. 

“It’s become a challenge,” said Tim Moonie, 
the President of Fire Island Ferries. “This is not 
what we signed up for.” He told Newsday they 
sometimes ferried nearly 1,000 packages a day 
last summer. , 

Saltaire. asked for more money from the 
U.S. Postal Service for 2018. The business has 
increased nearly tenfold in the last 10 years. 
Washington said they’d give them $15,000. 

“Our big issue is once you realize the packages 
are not going to stop coming, you really have to 
figure out what’s the best way to control the 
process,” Mayor John Zaccaro Jr. told Newsday. 

What seems to have happened is that 
somewhere in the jumble of bureaucracy in 
Washington, nobody got the message that 
10 times $2,500 is $25,000. The Postal 
Service, nationally, loses $16 billion a year. And 
they want more money on Fire Island? Hey, 
we're broke! 

And so, Saltaire may just close up. The 
400 residents would have to get their mail on 
the mainland. And the Postal Service, instead 
of seizing the increase in the packages as an 
opportunity as UPS or FedEx would, just doesn’t 
get it. As for Trump, here’s a businessman who 
should know better. #&

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the peasants and the workers, as 
the book put it—shared in the 
largess of society equally. With 
the other the rich got richer 
and the poor got poorer. It would 
be a fight, and one had to defeat 
the other. The publication date 
was 1961. 

Chapters bore titles such as 
“Bankruptcy of Bourgeois Sociology,” “The 
General Law of Capitalist Accumulation,” 
“The Marxist-Leninist Party and Its Role in 
the Workers’ Class Struggle” and “Aggravation 
of the Problem of Sovereignty in the Era 
of Imperialism.” 

At the end was a chapter about what to 
expect after the Communists won. | thought it 
astonishing and of interest today—particularly 
in a section on science. 

In this chapter, the academician V.A. 
Obruchev, the well-known Soviet scientist, 
reflecting on what people have a right to expect 
of science, wrote: 

“It is necessary: 

“to prolong man’s life to 150-200 years 
on the average, to wipe out infectious 
diseases, to reduce non-infectious diseases to 
a minimum, to conquer old age and fatigue, 
to learn to restore life in case of untimely, 
accidental death; 

“to place at the service of man all the forces 
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of nature, the energy of the sun, the wind and 


subterranean heat, to apply atomic energy to 
industry, transport and construction, to learn 
how to store energy and transmit it, without 
wires, to any point; i 

“to predict and render completely harmless 
natural calamities: floods, hurricanes, volcanic 
eruptions, earthquakes; 

“to produce in factories all the substances 
known on earth, up to the most complex 
protein—and also substances unknown in 
nature; harder than diamonds, more _ heat- 
resistant than firebrick, more refectory than 
tungsten and osmium, more flexible than silk 
and more elastic than rubber; 

“to evolve new breeds of animals and varieties 
of plants that grow more swiftly and yield more 
meat, milk, wool, grain, fruit, fibres, and wood 
for the needs of the national economy; 

“to reduce, adapt for the needs of life 
and conquer unpromising areas, marshes, 
mountains, deserts, taiga, tundra, and perhaps . 
even the sea bottom; 

“to learn to control the weather, regulate the 
wind and heat, just as rivers are regulated now, 
to shift clouds at will, to arrange for rain or 
clear weather, snow or hot weather.” 

The book ends with this: 

“It goes without saying that even after coping 
with these magnificent and sweeping tasks, 
science will not have reached the limits of its 
potentialities. There is no limit, nor can there 
be any, to the inquiring human mind...to put 
the forces of nature at his service, to divine all 
nature’s secrets. 

“What a boundless field of activity will be 
open before communist society. The advance 
to the shining heights of communist civilization 
will always engender in people unusual power 
of will and intellect, creative impulses, courage 
and life-giving energy.”

If you could sit down to coffee with any artist — 
from history, who would it be and what would 
you talk about? 

I was very fortunate to have met and hung 
out a bit with Robert Rauschenberg and James 
Rosenquist in the 80s. I would love to see them 
again but I don’t think we’d be drinking coffee. 
I'd love to ask Rauschenberg if what a friend 
of mine that knew him had told me was true, 
that his mother had used some of his paintings 
to board up her windows in advance of a 
hurricane. And, that she had put them up face- 
in because she didn’t want the neighbors to 
think she was crazy. I'd love to watch Duchamp 
play chess or talk to Mark Rothko and Franz 
Kline about whether or not landscape painting 
can ever be viable. To watch Vija Celmins paint 
and talk to her about how she does what she 
does. Or, go back and tell Van Gogh that he is 
going to be known and loved beyond his wildest 
dreams and to please just keep painting. ga

Local Art Collected in Southampton Arts Center

F rom Pollock and de Kooning to some as-yet- 
unknown artist, toiling away in a cramped and 
expensive studio somewhere, the East End has long 
been a haven for artists, bathed in the peculiar 
and unequaled light. The current 
exhibition at the Southampton Arts 
Center (SAC), East End Collected4 
(EEC4), celebrates the current crop 
of local artists. Thirty artists in 
total—some whose names you'll 
recognize, others who might be 
new—are featured in the exhibition 
curated by yet another East End 
artist, Paton Miller. 

There’s hardly enough space in 


this magazine to note each piece Bonnie B. Cohen’s Lake Titicaca 


that caught this writer’s eye, but let’s try anyway (in 
alphabetical order): Mary Abbott’s abstracts; “Alien 
Bloom,” a collaborative installation by Eteri and 
Gocha Chkadua, especially when paired with Eteri’s 
“If | Could I Would I Should” pieces that hang above; 
Gregory De La Haba’s two “Totem Wave” pieces will 
get you in the mood for summer, and his “The Tarp” 
is stunning and sort of meta in that the characters 
on the large-scale, unmounted canvas are covering 
themselves in their own tarp; James Demartis’s 
perfectly titled “Pipe Dream, 2008;” Michael Ferran’s 
pieces made of shells; Sophie Howell’s cloth maché 
masks; Ellen Frank’s “Enameration of Wonders, 


2018;” Lindsay Morris’s Rorschach-esque pieces; Liz 
Sloan’s “Blue Dab.” See, not enough space. 

It’s something subtler that stood out most of 
all, however. Kudos to the curator, Paton Miller, 
for not only for finding this amazing work, but 
also for the presentation of it all. Perhaps the 
most visually stunning pieces, in 
the context of the exhibition as 
a whole, are the sculptures by 
_ Hal Buckner—“Peace, 2015” up 
3 front and “Puberty #3, 2013” in the 
£ back. Buckner’s sculptures are cut 
§ from a single piece of aluminum, 
§ creating a single, fluid line as if a 
3 thick permanent marker had left 
Zits stain suspended in mid-air. 
8 Mary Mattingly’s “Swimmer, 2014” 

also stands out, so to speak. The 
piece is 82” x 25”, but under the light, the shadow 
it casts give the single wavy piece of automobile 
aluminum a different meaning entirely, one which an 
observer is forced stop and ponder. 

As it will most likely be impossible to visit EEC4 and 
not feel newly inspired, SAC has organized a handful 
of related programs for us aspiring-artist types to 
take part in. Paton Miller will instruct a drawing 
workshop for adults on Thursday, April 19 at 6 p.m. 
and another for kids, ages eight and up, on Saturday, 
May 12 at 3 p.m. Educators from the Children’s 
Museum of the East End will host a free interactive 
mixed-media drop-in art workshop for families with

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- children on Saturday, April 28, from 1-3 p.m. and 


again on Friday, May 18, from 4-6 p.m. Artists Perry 
Burns, Gregory Delahaba, Micky Paraskevas, Abigail 
Vogel and Dan Welden will give a free talk on 
Sunday, April 29 at 4 p.m. May 5 at 11 a.m. offers a 
rare opportunity to receive an amazingly meditative 
sound bath and deep relaxation mindfulness 
meditation that will melt away your stress and leave 
you feeling calm and recharged—surrounded by art. 
The meditation is led by Bowl Master and Meditation 
DJ Daniel Lauter, who uses crystal bowls, crystal 
gongs, Tibetan and Himalayan bells, rain sticks, 
Ocarina, ambient soprano saxophone and other 
objects d’sound during this one-of-a-kind experience.

That’s right, there’s no charge to immerse 
yourself completely in this smorgasbord of art and 
see just what your artistic East End neighbors have 
been up to. @@

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Meg Wolitzer Tackles Feminism in New Novel

n a time when women’s rights are constantly 

being evaluated through a modern lens, The 
Female Persuasion, Meg Wolitzer’s new novel 
discussing hot-button issues across the evolving 
sphere of feminism, could not be timelier. Wolitzer’s 
book is straightforward about the multidimensional 
nature of feminism, pointing out that there are many 
different approaches and focuses in the fight for 
gender equality. The question that will be consuming 
you by the end of this novel is: What does it really 
mean to be a feminist? 

The majority of the novel is spent with Greer, 
who is in her late teens in the early 2000s as the 
novel begins and evolves into a complicated woman 
in her late 20s by the end. Greer is lost after her 
parents drop the ball on her financial aid, which 
leaves her unable to attend Yale, and so she ends 
up at a private liberal arts college instead. Greer 
holds resentment, feeling she is better than the 
college she is attending. The fact that she has 
to watch her long-term boyfriend, Cory, thrive at 
Princeton doesn’t help her plight. Soon, Greer’s 
perspective changes. She comes face to face 
with one of the major issues surrounding the 
women’s movement: sexual assault. As a result 
of this experience, she and her friend Zee, a self- 
proclaimed activist for everything from women’s 
rights to LGBTQ rights to environmental issues,

become involved in a movement. This leads them 
to Faith Frank, who soon becomes Greer’s idol. Zee, 
who is gay, often shows an interest in addressing 
injustices across a braoder spectrum than just 
women’s rights, while Greer is very much focused on 
the feminism Faith represents. 

The way in which Wolitzer ties in the many issues 
women across the world face with the character’s 
storylines feels natural and genuine. 

As we come to understand how Faith became 
the feminist icon she is when she and Greer first 
meet in 2006, more issues dealing with the female 
experience are brought up. Faith’s story includes 
abortion and power struggles. This is the point at 
which we really begin to see women as outsiders 
who must fight their way into the inner circle, 
which is what Faith has done. As. the stories of 


Faith and Greer intertwine, the complications of 
female friendship and mentorship come _ to 
the forefront. Wolitzer’s juxtaposition of the old 
feminism with the new is well done in the way 
Faith and Greer interact, particularly at the end of 
the novel. 

While this novel is about the female 
experience, Wolitzer doesn’t leave the men 
out. Cory, mainly seen in his role as Greer’s 
boyfriend, eventually steps out into his own story 
as well. After a heartbreaking loss in his family, 
Cory is forced out of the role of boy and into that 
of a man. He moves home, after receiving a 
lifechanging job in Manila, to help put the pieces 
of his family back together, setting his career and 
romantic relationship aside. He takes on the cooking, 
cleaning and caregiving as his: parents fall apart. 
Cory’s role in the story shows a more balanced 


side to feminism. Not at all about man hating, this 
novel makes Cory more likeable by the end than 
most of the female characters who appear utterly 
self-involved. 

Wolitzer, with her strong writing and _ story 
telling, immerses readers in the lives of wildly 
different people who all end up dealing with 
problems central to the conversations we are 
having today. Wolitzer is not afraid to put her 
characters’ flaws up front and center, and that 
is what makes this novel so compelling. Not 
at all preachy, but instead honest and complex, 
The Female Persuasion gives a full, multidimensional 
look at what it means to be a woman in the 
present day. i

D on’t you hate when you run the largest Ponzi 
scheme in history and it all comes crashing 
down during a financial crisis and then the USS. 
government seizes your beloved Montauk vacation 
home?

This house, oceanfront on Old Montauk Highway, 
was built between 1980-82 by the Madoffs. It was 
seized by the government in 2009 and put on the 
market, selling rather quickly for $9.41 to billionaire 
real estate mogul Steven Roth. Roth is chairman of

commercial real estate giant Vornado Realty Trust. 
Frankly, we expected the house to be demolished, 
but instead, Roth and his wife, theater producer 
Daryl Roth, hired architect and designer Thierry 
Despont to remodel the dated structure. Later, 
the redesigned house was featured in Architectural 
Digest, looking absolutely spectacular. 

The house is once again listed by Corcoran, repped 
by Gary DePersia and Joan Hegner. Asking price is 
$21 million. Is it worth it? Hard to say. Oceanfront 
acres run about $8 million in Montauk these days 
and this property is 1.5 acres. However, the house 
looks great (no building work 
needed), and, because the 
house was built so long ago, it’s 
way closer to the water than 
is allowed today. It sits on the 
beach on a protected bluff with 
a path to the private beachfront. 
There’s 180 feet of direct ocean 
frontage. The house itself is 
3,000 square feet, with three 
bedrooms, an oceanside pool 
and cabana. We can easily 
see some deep-pocketed type 
falling in love and having to
